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OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


H.M. Consul at Constantinople (Mr. A. T. Waugh), in reporting 
Building that new buildings are being erected in that 
Material city on a large scale, and that the demand for 

ee iron building material is increasing year by 
year, remarks that until British iron can compete in price with 

Belgian and German it stands no chance of recovering a better 

share of the market. There being few other openings for local 

capital, building is extremely popular with the native investor, 
and each year sees the erection of new blocks of flats in every 
quarter of the city. 


The annual importation of foreign cement is about 18,000 tons. 

A large quantity of French cement is brought 

Cement. to Constantinople in sailing vessels from Calais. 

The freight is about the same as from 

Marseilles, but there is a saving of 2 fr. per ton Calais to 

Marseilles; and at Constantinople the sailing vessel can moor 

alongside the consignee’s wharf and discharge into his store, thus 

saving handling, quay dues, and lighterage. ‘The saving by deliver- 

ing in sacks to be returned is another item in favour of the cheap 

French cement, which will always keep the bulk of the market. 

Nevertheless, there is always a demand for a limited quantity of 
the higher priced but better quality British article. 

The present quantity imported of about 1,000 tons per annum 
could be doubled if a regular weekly delivery could be relied upon 
during the period from March to December. 

British cement is also ata disadvantage through the general use 
of the name “ Portland.” Ignorant buyers who see the label 
“Portland” on casks of inferior foreign cement are sometimes 
under the impression that they are buying the British article. 
This might, perhaps, be remedied by judicious advertisement of 
tests applied to British as compared with other cements. The 
British article cannot compete on the Constantinople market in 
point of cheapness ; its one chance is its reputation for quality. 

In the opinion of the Consul, it might be worth while to send 
out some one to examine the local conditions, with a view to push- 
ing sales. Terms at Constantinople are, in nearly all cases, bill at 
three months, or discount for cash against bill of lading. Longer 
credit is given by the Hungarian shippers. 


In quoting statistics showing that nearly half tae tonnage passing 
k through the Bosphorus is British, Mr. Waugh 

recone remarks that Constantinople is the natural 
vereanpnaeterans place for a dock, lying as it does on thea direct 
road of the large Black Sea traffic. No adequate dock accom- 
modation exists in the whole Eastern Mediterranean. During the 
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last winter as many as five steamers at a time have been waiting 
at Constantinople for the chance of getting into dock for repairs. 

He suggests that it is in the interests of British shipping that 
suitabie dock accommodation should be provided at that port. <A 
dock company started with a moderate capital of say 100,000. 
could reckon on constant work during the winter for repairs, and 
on continual work during the summer for painting and cleaning, 
provided its charges were moderate. 

It would not be difficult to find a suitable site if the Turkish 
Government could be persuaded to grant a concession. Failing 
permission to construct a proper dry dock, a floating dock might 
be better than nothing. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,357.)

REGULATIONS UNDER THE MERCHANDISE MARKS 
ACT, 1887. 

‘Whereas it is provided by section sixteen of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1887, that the Commissioners of Customs (hereinafter 
referred to as the Commissioners) may from time to time make, revoke 
and vary regulations, either general or special, respecting the 
detention and forfeiture of goods the importation of which is 
prohibited by that section, and the conditions, if any, to be fulfilled 
before such detention and forfeiture, and may by such regulations 
determine the information, notices, and security to be given, and 
the evidence requisite for any of the purposes of the said section, 
and the mode of verification of such evidence. 

“ And whereas on the first day of December, Kighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven the Commissioners made certain regulations, and 
it has become necessary to vary them in respect of the two matters 
hereinafter referred to. 

‘“‘ Now, therefore, the Commissioners, in pursuance of the powers 
vested in them, do hereby vary the said Regulations as follows :— 

“1. The amount for which security by bond is to be given under 
Regulation No. 4 shall be such sum not less than double the value 
of the goods as the Commissioners may require. 

‘2. The time at which the security may be given up under 
Regulation No. 7, if forfeiture is not completed and no action or 
suit has been commenced against the Commissioners or any of their 
officers in respect of the detention, shall be at the expiration of six 
months from the date of detention or the trial of the information.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Colombia.—The British Vice-Consul at Bogoté (Mr. Spencer S. 
Dickson) has prepared a tabular statement pet en as regards 
each of the principal articles imported into Colombia, the present 
and former rates of import duty, the percentage imported from 
the British Empire during the past year, the other countries 
which share in the import, the influence of the increased duty on 
imports generally, and the influence on British trade as regards 
foreign competition, &c. 

In the absence of statistics the proportion of British trade is of 
course only estimated. Mr. Dickson writes: ‘“‘ As matters stand 
_at present, I can only again have recourse to the methods I have 
hitherto followed for obtaining information on commercial 
questions, that is, by direct enquiries addressed to the principal 
merchants of this city. The substitute for statistical tables which 
I now transmit represents the result of such enquiries, and I must 
express my thanks to the heads of many firms for their willing aid 
in this matter. 

‘Time will be needed to ascertain what will be the effect of the 
increased Customs duties on foreign trade. Many complaints have, 
naturally, made themselves heard, and a considerable diminu- 
tion of imports has been prophesied. It is true that large orders 
have been cancelled, and that the returns for the coming year will 
appear small; but it is a question how far this decrease will be 
permanent. Colombia, with a few insignificant exceptions, is not 
a manufacturing country, and, outside the necessary food supply, 
she depends, even for the most primitive necessaries of life, on 
foreign imports.” 

Mr. Dickson goes on to say that two facts largely account for 
the increased and increasing trade of the United States with 
Colombia. There is the proximity of that country and the 
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consequent lower freights, which explains itself, and there is a 
yearly increase in the proportion of young Colombians who are 
sent to the United States for their commercial education, in place 
of to the United Kingdom and France which were formerly chosen. 
It naturally follows that these youths are thrown more and more 
in touch with the large American exporting houses, and retain this 
connection on their return to Colombia. It is this connection 
with the United States that accounts for the fact that all the 
railway concessions lately granted by the Colombian Government 
have fallen to Americans.

Thessaly.—In his report on the trade of Thessaly in 1904, H.M. 
Consul at Volo (Mr. A. A. C. Merlin) writes as regards British 
trade :— 

‘Although in the aggregate a considerable trade is done in 
articles of British manufacture, no commission agent or trader of 
British nationality is at present carrying on business in Thessaly, 
and the trade is therefore entirely maintained owing to the high 
estimation of the quality of the products which is very generally 
entertained throughout this district. I am frequently told that 
when an article of first-rate quality is desired the customer almost 
invariably insists that it shall be of British manufacture. Doubt- 
less a much larger trade in British commodities would be effected 
were a competent British commission agent established at Volo. 
This is undoubtedly also the case in many other districts, and any 
scheme which would encourage young and energetic men to com- 
mence business in such places, and would afford them some tangible 
encouragement aud support for the first few critical years of their 
career, would do more to increase British trade than any quantity 
of circulars, &c. As things at present stand, it is evident that no 
person of sound judgment would willingly take the risk of estab- 
lishing himself in a remote district where for a number of years 
the trade profits would probably not cover the cost of living, and 
where the general conditions of life would not be ailuring.”

Dirt in nuts.—In assessing duty on shelled almonds, walnuts, 
and filberts, which are made dutiable by paragraphs 269 and 
270 of the Tariff at so much per pound, no allowance is made for 
dirt or other impurities contained in the goods, 


Capacity of bottles—stiull wine—samples.—Under the provisions 
of paragraph 296 of the Tariff, bottles of still wine containing less 
than a pint are dutiable as if they contained 1 pint, irrespective of 
the actual quantity of wine in them. 

The fact that such bottles of wine were intended as samples is 
immaterial, and does not relieve them from the payment of duty. 


Omissions or mistakes wm _ protests—The Board of General 
Appraisers may not disregard omissions or mistakes in protests,

which may have misled the collector, and allow them to be 
corrected when reviewing his decision. If the protest fails to 
satisfy the requirements of Section 14 of the Customs Adminis-

Charges for cartuge and labour under Pure Food Law.—The 
expenses for cartage and labour in connection with imported 
merchandise detained for inspection and analysis under the Pure 
Food Law of 3rd March, 1903, are to be borne by the Government 


and not by the importer. 

Blown-glass blanks, which are produced by blowing glass into a 
mould and breaking off the surplus portion, and are incomplete, 
being suitable only to be placed in the hands of glass cutters to be 
finished, are not dutiable as ‘“ blown glassware” under paragraph 
100 of the Tariff, but under the provision in paragraph 112 for 
“all glass or manufactures of glass not otherwise provided for,” at 
the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Rupee.—The value of the rupee is to be taken as 32°44 cents 
in United States currency. 

Embroidered hosiery—LEmbrowderies—Specific designation.—The 
specific enumeration in paragraph 318 of the Tariff of “ hose and 
half hose,” does not remove those articles from the operation of the 
provision in paragraph 339 that “no wearing apparel . . . . 
when embroidered . . . ._ shall pay duty at a less rate than 
that imposed in any schedule of this Act upon any embroideries of 
the materials of which such embroidery is composed.” Such em- 
broidery rate applies when greater than that to which the merchan- 
dise would otherwise be subject under paragraph 318. 

Lithographic prints—Folding picturesi—In regard to certain 
folding pictures, composed of lithographic prints, of which the 
substantial portions are of one thickness, and relatively small 
portions consist of little figures of an incidental or ornamental 
character and of a different thickness, it has been decided that in 
assessing duty under paragraph 400 of the Tariff, the prints should 
be classified according to the thickness of the substantial parts. 

Protest against reliquidaton.—Where the collector has

It is stated that three-fifths of the total tonnage, through and 
local, consists of coal traffic, chiefly for the gold mines.

SARAWAK AND SADONG DISTRICT OF BORNEO. 


A report has been prepared by the Government Geologist of the 
Federated Malay States (Mr. J. B. Scrivenor) 
deae 2 on the geology of the Residency of Sarawak 
ais por Coal, 2nd of the Sadong District, Borneo, with 
one and va’. special reference to the occurrence of gold and 
coal, the object being, firstly, to discover reasons for the 
more profitable results attained in gold mining in Sarawak 
compared with Pahang and Negri Sembilan; and, secondly, to 
study the occurrence of coal in Sarawak, in order to gauge the 
possibilities of payable coal existing in the Federated Malay 
States. 


Mr. Scrivenor finds that although geological conditions are 
generally similar, the ore worked in Borneo admits of a much 
cheaper method of working than that in the Federated Malay 
States, but he is hopeful, though not confident, of finding such ore 
in the latter country. Mr. Scrivenor is doubtful whether any con- 
siderable coal deposit could have survived in the Federated Malay 
States as a commercial asset, unless as graphite.

H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reports that the actual 
sntiaidline roduction of crude petroleum at Baku during 
mieten im the year 1904 was in excess of the production 
1904 for the year 1903, and if matters connected 
; with the industry had worked smoothly during 
the year, there is very little doubt but that this excess would have 
been more apparent than it is. In view of the disturbed condition 
of affairs, however, prevalent during the year in the localities 
where the wells are situated, and the frequent fires that occurred 
during the same period, by which large quantities of oil were 
destroyed, and the subsequent somewhat prolonged strikes, during 
which the output of oil, except from flowing wells, entirely ceased, 
the production was brought down to only a little over 2,000,000 
barrels in excess of the production of 1903, viz., 73,705,852 

barrels against 71,626,611 barrels. 


In the same report, Mr. Stevens says that the coal deposits of 
Coal Deposits in Tkvartcheli, in the province of Kutais, and 
about 30 miles distant inland from the open 
Caucasus. Bay of Otchemtchiri, have been much talked 
about for several years past, but owing to want of capital and lack 
of initiative and energy both on the part of those into whose 
hands they originally fell, as well as their subsequent owners, 
nothing has yet been done with a view to their development. 
The coalfields in question are very extensive, and are supposed to 
contain a good quality of steam coal approximating to Cardiff. 
Their distance from the sea, however, in a very mountainous and 
difficult country, renders them somewhat impracticable, although 
the obstacles to be overcome are not of so serious a nature as to 
prevent the successful working of the coal mines. 
It is believed that a Russian company has been recently formed, 
which is on the point of taking up the working of these deposits.

The material is forwarded to Saxony, 
Westphalia and Rhineland, where it is manufactured into coloured 
ribbons, &c. The process is a British patent, and the standard

Under the provisions of the Acts above quoted, 42 preliminary 
enquiries and 18 formal investigations have been held during the 
period under review. In 18 out of the 18 cases in which formal 
investigations were held, blame was attached to the owner of the 
boiler or to his employé, and in two cases the persons who advised 
the owner as regards the efficiency of the boiler were blamed. In 
no case was blame attached to any public association or company 
who undertake the inspection of boilers. During the twelve 
months 19 persons were killed and 45 injured by boiler explosions, 
these figures being below the average.

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; - 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public.

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘Canadian Government Trade 
Enquiry Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

is due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally.

'l'rade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
